1. TUTSI REFUGEES POPULATION TOOK A SUDDEN PLUNGE RECENTLY WHEN 
140 LEFT GOMA FOR BUJUMBURA BY AIR. THIS LEAVES AN ESTIMATD 

400 ( INCLUDING RELIGIOUS) STILL IN GOMA WITH NUMBER MOUNTING 
SLOWLY AS ABOUT A DOZEN REFUGEES A DAY CROSS THE BORDER IN OR 
NEAR KISZYYI. IN BUKAVU NUMBER REMAINS STABLE AT ABOUT 50. 

2. REPORTS BY CRS AND UNHCR INDICATE REFUGEES' ECONOMIC PLIGHT 
IMPROVING BECAUSE THEY APPEAR TO BE GETTING THROUGH FRONTIER

4. ALL IN ALL REFUGEES’ PROPSECTS LOOK BRIGHT. FACT THAT 
SUBSTANDIAL NUMBER SUCCESSFULLY MOVING INTO BUJUMBURA WILL PRO- 
BABLY BEENCOURAGEMENT FOR OTHERS TO FOLLOW IF MEANS EXIST. 
ADDITIONALLY, HIGH EDUCATIONAL LEVEL OF REFUGEES MEANS 

THEY SHOULD MAKE OUT BETTER IN BURUNDI THAT THE LESS 

FORTUNATE HUTUS IN UVIRA. INTERESTINGLY, ONLY TEN FAMILIES 
HAVE BEEN CLASSIFIED AS PEASNAT NARMERS, REMAINDER ARE SKILLED 
WORKERS OF ONE SORT OR ANOTHER.
